A proposition from a medicine ven­

a communication from a company 
wanting to supply the city with wa­ 
ter from deep w ells was read, after 
a few b r 1 s were a1 towed, and then 
•q 
the engin.wrs’ estim ate on the cost 
of bringing the Byrd’s Mill water to 
Ada was received. 
The prelim inary estim ates as com­ 
poed by City Enegineer Ekman and 
Engineer Goodwin of Kansas City, 
placed the approxim ate cost of ob­ 
taining this 
w ater 
at 
1145,007.00, 
which would call for a bond Issue of 
i $150,000.00. 
Mr. Goodwin was called upon for 
his opinion of the proposition. Re­ 
discussed the cost and utility of the 


different piping, wood, concrete, steel 
and cast iron and advised the coun­ 
cil to ask for bids on several dif­ 
ferent kinds. He thinks the water 
can, beyond a doubt, be brougt here 
from Byrds Mill by means of the 
hydraulic ram. Two ram s at the mill 
will pump one million gallons per 
day, while to double the number of 


number of gallons of water. Then 
should the city gro wto th a t extent 
Where it would require more wa­ 
ter than the hydraulic rams could 
supply, electric, gas or steam en- 
gfties £ou Id be installed. 
Altogether he was of the opinion 
that the Byrd’s Mfll proposition, is 
practical, economical and a sure way 
of obtaining an adequate, nerver-fail- 
ing supply of good water. 
The council then went into execu­ 
tive session, and passed an ordinance 
for the mayor to issue a proclama­ 
tion calling for the election on a 
$150,000 water bond issue on th« 
twenty-third of December. 
A motion to cut off the mills, gins, 
railroads, cement plant and all oth- 
erm achinery using a great deal of 
"water from the city supply a t six 
o’clock this afternoon carried. This 
action was necessary from the fact 
that the present am ount of water in 
the reservoir is hardly sufficient to 
last much over fifteen days at the 
present rate of consumption. 
This 
being exhausted the city faces a wju 
ter famine.

The plans of the engineer con­ 
template the laying of a 12-inch steel 
or cast iron pipe from the Byrd’s 
Mill 
spring to the Ada standpipe 
about thirteen miles in a1!. The wat­ 
er will be taken from the spring and 
run through a flume for about 2,50«' 
feet. This will give it a fall of about 
fifty feet and be sufficient to give 
ample pressure for the two hydraulic 
rams which will be used in driving 
the water through the mains to Ada. 
| The pipe will withstand a pressure 
of 500 pounds to the square inch. 
, although there will not be over 200 
; pounds while two rams are fifing 
used. If steel piping is used it will 
require 1,800,000 lbs. of the material. 
if it should be found more advisable 
to use cast iron piping, it will re­ 
quire 7,000,000 pounds of that m ater­ 
ial for the line. 
Two hj'draulic ram s will pump 1,- 
200,000 gallons per day, but when 
the occasion demands three more can 
be installed and more than 2,0 0 0.00a 
gallons per day pumped. Estimating 
the consumption of water at 
IOO 
gal Ions per capita, this would sup­ 
ply a population of 20,000. 
After a careful investigation the 
engineers estimate the coat of the 
line at around $150,000. However, It 
should be borne in mind that this 
contemplates putting in a system that 
will be am ple for the needs of the 
town for all time to come, and not 
require any more expenditures for 
enlarging it later. As the ram s will 
be self-operating, very little expense 
will be attached to the operation of 
the system when once installed.

Antlers, Okla., Nov. 28.—Six hun­ 
dred persons were gathered at the 
mouth of the Jum bj mines, twenty 
miles north of this city, this after­ 
noon, part of them mourning for rel­ 
atives who are entombed in the mines 
and part of them working with might 
and main to recover the bodies from 
their 290-foot grave. At 6 o'clock the 
bodies were recovered, and the great­ 
er part of the crowd dispersed. One 
man was taken out alive. 
Nine men were entombed in the 
mine when an explosion wrecked It 
at 7:20 o’clock Monday morning, and 
five others just starting down 
to 
work were hurled 200 feet above the 
shaft into the air, and came down 
rn. re wrecks of humanity. 


How the explosion occurred ii* a 
mystery. The only plausible explana­ 
tion is a combination of the forma­ 
tion of gas and a uad lamp, but no 
danger from this source ever had 
been consider d, and many claim to 
doubt it. 


The mine ;ren who were entombed 
had started to their work st 7 o’clock 
having succeeded the reg liar night 
shift at that time. Five men had just 
started their descent to the working 
level w hen -with a roar that vas heard 
for miles around, the entire area un­ 
der which the mine is locat d ap­ 
peared to sink down. 
The cage which had started down, 
was hurled 200 feet above tile moil til 
of the shaft, all its occupants being 
killed install Iv. Those who w*-re in 
the cage at the time were: 
J. W. Carpenter, Richard Palmer, 
Charles Self, Will Brown and WI Z. 
Jones.

The nine men buried in tho mine 
are: Henry Self, Dan McCarthy, J. VV. 
Could, Pars Lax, Thomas Stephens, 
Gland Malone, William Hawkins, J. 
WI Gillen water and Gerrold Roberts 
was taken out alive. 
A. M. Dougherty dropped dead in 
the telephone office a t 9 o’clock from 
heart disease, caused by the excite­ 
ment shortly more than an hour be­ 
fore.
